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ABSTRACTS OF CHEMICAL PAPERS 


LIGHTING, HEATING, AND POWER ORDER, 1918. 

In reply to a letter addressed to the Board of Trade on the subject of the above 
Order, the Registrar of the Institute of Chemistry has received the following answer: 

April 25, 1918. 

Sib, 

With reference to your letter of April 5 on the subject of the restriction on 
the consumption of gas and electricity imposed by the Lighting, Pleating, and Power 
Order, 1918, I am directed by the Board of Trade to state that, where consulting 
analytical research and technological chemists and teachers and professors of 
chemistry are able to show that, by reason of their professional needs, they have 
been unable to effect the economy prescribed by the Order, the Board will accept 
this as a sufficient explanation under paragraph 14 of the Order, a copy of which is. 
enclosed.

Paragraph 14 of the Order is as follows: 

14. Proceedings for infringements of Part II. of this Order shall not be 
instituted except by or by the direction of the Board of Trade or the Attorney 
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General. Before instituting any proceedings the Board of Trade shall call upon the 
person affected to give an explanation of the apparent excessive consumption, and 
the Board shall consider any explanation offered. Provided that it shall be assumed 
in any prosecution, unless the contrary is proved, that such explanation was called 
for, and if offered considered before such prosecution was instituted.
